It the men of the allled armles be
splendid, am they certainly are. the
women of Bordeaux are simply mag-
nifteent. Not thelrs tha wild Int xlea-
tion of the charge, the thrillirg Joy of

riding full dash at rows of the enemy,
or of swinglng pinloned lance to atll] the
Kalser'sn TUhlana sand stem the evers
ewelling tida of Invasion, Thelrs In a
different duty, a duty relatively as ardu-
ous and exacting, and this the women
of the Invaded districta have performed,
and continue to perform. without murmur
or complaint,

Tander, true, gently nurtured women,
French and Engliah, in this eity, and in
this valley of the Garonne, nre ssothing
the anguleh of the 25,000 wounded French
and German soldiers, officars and pris

vates, who have bheen brought (o the
roglon of the new capital of France,

There is A notable British colony here
in Bordeaux. It was founded n century
or two hgo. Bome of Its members have
been long In the wine industry In thia
mellow valley, where the red julee ripens
into elareta of price and whers a place
ealled Cognac gives mpirit to the world.
SBome of the women are rich, ia'les of
culture and leisure. Now that w unded
are being gathered, a harvest of paln
from the torrific battiefelds of the Marne
and the Alsne these cultured women have
set themeelves to work scrubbing floors
and ncrubbing men. They are slmply
angels of mercy to nll, but especially
the wounded Germans, who are nlmost
theie first care.

Bordeaux, triuly French, has glorified
woman for generations In her blg public
mquares, stroéts and gardens, In bronze
and stona. In this laviah, exultant stat-
uary woman Is elothed only In beauty
In the countless hospitnls where rhe s
tending the wotinded apd nurturing men
back to strength and the battlefleld, she
ia clothed swoetly In white withh the small
red cross on breast or nrm. There 18
nothing voluble. exc'tabls, m reurial,
about her. Bhe In ready and oalm.

The French women heranh uls are
thinking of copying the British exiymple
of not wearlng the “eustomoiry black"
of mourning for thelr husbands, brothers,
cousing, killed in the war.

it, 1s shown hy the noticea posted In
various places. On the guay appears the
warning, "Achtung. Unter allen Um-
standen Schiffy schoenen nleht Anzun-
den.”” (Warning, Preserve ships in all
vapes. Not to be burned.) On certain
dwelllng houses “THesnr Huuser Schoencn
Nur wherlose Prauen."” (Preserve these
houses. Only defensoless women,)

At each end of & vory ordinary looking
cabbage pateh In the village of Malle tha
word “verhotén” has been (nseribed. The
houses around have been burned and
shattered, Every tree In the avenue ads
Joining bears buller marks. There are
bullet holes drilled In the lron uprights
of the fencing.

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SINKING OF GERMAN
“SHIP WINS LAURELS
FOR BRITISH CREW

Commander of Submarine
E-9 and Men Are Popular
Heroes for Destroying
Cruiser on Foe's Coast.

LONDON, Oct. b,
Tha naval haro of England today Is
Lisutenant Commander Max K. Horton,
commandar of the British submarine 158,
who has added to his laurels by making
& rald Into German waters and sinking

& German torpedoboat destroyer off Lhe
month of the River Ema.

Liewtenant Commander Horton's pravi-
ous exploit hnd been the destruetion of
the German crulser Heln, and It unof-
ficially Is reported that the B0 had sunk
n German erulser during her operations
off the Emas River, but this report had
ot besn ofMclally confirmed by the Ad-
mirnlty at the time this dispatch was
receivad,

The Rritlsh preas pays high tributa to
the diring of Commuander Horton and hin
gnllant erew wha braved denth by ven-
turlng into the midat of a German fleat
to attack.

When the -9 returned to Harwleh
harbor yesterday she flaw tivo flags benr-
Ing a skull and cross-bones, slgnifying
that ghe had bean succeasful on her dash
Into German waters,

Moembers of the crew of the E-D have
glven the following detalls of tha tril-
umph which was achleved on Tueaday:
The K-0 véntured Into the midst of a
German fleat, keeping watch for dan op-
portunity to make an attack upon
detached ship. One of Lhe German tor-
pedotioat destroyers, steaming very slow-
ly, offered a falr targot at 00 yardas.
The submarine determined to attack this
vessel. Two torpedoes were fired Ave sec-
onda apart. The frst missed, but the
second struck the German vessel amid-
ships, The German ship was wrecked
at once, the debris fiying high In the
alr. She rolled over on her elde and
went to the bottom. The sea was per-
fectly calm, and the submarlne roge to
the surface after firing the second tor-
pedo, From the perlscope a bit of the
bow of the Carman veesal could be seen,
but this Immediataly disappeared. A soc-
ond torpedobpoat destroyer, which had
been steaming along with the one that
wias sunk, made off at top speed.

The English helleve that this In only
the beginning of a serles of ralds In
reprisals for the sinkibg of the English
crulssrs Aboukir, Cressy and Hogue by
Germans.

“CIGARETTE" GOUGH

ALMOST BETRAYED
FUGITIVE BRITONS

Corporal’s Throat Trouble
Threatened Capture Dur-
ing Flight With Lieuten-

ant Through German Lines
LONDON, Oct. 9,
Lisutenant Frederleck Drake, of the

Eleventh Hussars, who has returned to
his home nat St. Albanas, describes his
edacape from a district infested with Ger-
man soldlers.

“We used to fight all day,™
“nnd trenches all night, We had no slesp
at all; we never shut our eyes,

“The firat of our fellows to
were tha doctor and his orderly. They
ware binding up a man who had hsen
wounded, and the Germans came up with-
In 20 yards und shot them dead. It Is of
no use throwing up your hands, It is
best to ahoot and the ntrust to luck,

“We wera sent right out In front of
everyhody to the ‘place d'hanneur.’ After
#ix days [ was left with 3 men to hold
the Germans back while tha others got
away. But we were surrounded by a bri-
gnde of German cavalry,

“First of nll we tried to get cross coun-
try. but we were caught up in barbed
wire, and they tumed two machine guns
on us. They killed a lot of horses, but
no tmany men.

"*Wea then fought our way to the road
which lends Into the village of Honeourt.
The village wns held by tha dermans and
was bhrricaded with machine guns. As
wa went Into It we wers belng shot at
from behind and In front, and thers was
barbed wire on both sldes of the road.

"Wa galloped the barrieade, | had my
horse shol about 30 yards before 1
reached the barricade, and was stunned a
hit. When I got up agaln 1 found all the
other fellowa swarming on the barriceads,
“1 Juined in the hunt, and elght others
and I eventunlly got out of the village on
foot Into a wood, Thare I divided the mon
Into twos, otld them the direction In
which to go and left them I told sach
pair to hide in different parts of the wood

“Wa apent two days and two nights in
that wood, with the CGeéermans all around
us, Toney were so near, In fact, that we
could hear every word they sald Tha
corporal who was with me had a elga-
rette’ cough, and T waa In fear and trems
bling lest he should attruct the attentinn
of the Germans. Hoad he dona go, It would
have bheen all over for us

“Leaving the wood by night, we pushed
on to Cambral, where we heard the Eng-
lish weare, but when we arrived we found
they had left the day bsfore. We then
hidd in » wine ceilar, and the Germans
eame and burnt down the house above s,
Wa eacaped, however hrough a wven-
tllator,

“We crawled out through the kitehsn
garden and hid in soms wheat shoaves
for the rest of the day, and at night we
movied south, whera we heard fring
going on

“Near Avesnes-le-Comte we sacured n
motorcur and drove toward Bt. Pol, but
when we had gons about half way we
found & German seatry outalde a house
Al we raced past him he fired & shot or

AT HOHENLINDEN

Terrible Confusion When French and
Austrians Met at Night.
Perhape the moast pingular and remark

of |

able battle that was ever fought wWhas
that of Hohenlinfien on the niglit of Tie-
comber 3, 10 The French and Aua-
trian armles lay confronting each other
between the Bivers leer and [nn wih
att lmmense forest of fir and pine he
twgon themn. The enlire regi W un
Inhablied with the excepilon of & small
community, chlefly of huts. o the cen

tiw of the great forest, which village was
called Hobenllnden.

The French and Austrian commanders
were 80 circumstanced that neither could
well move without aNordiog an advan-
tege to the other. The French wrmy

sumbsred about 9,000, whils thet of the

Austrian was about 0,000, At the head af
the French army was General Moreaw,
and the Austrians wefs commanded by
Arohduks John, Thersa was a remarks
abls cofncldencs In the decidlon of both
commanders to surprise the other by a
night attack, and at the same hour of
the night. Preparations wers wecretly
mades for starting ench army out on this
parilous venture, and every pracaution
was takan on both sides to consummata
the arrangamenia with the utmost quiet

The slgnal for beginning the maroh,
on tha part of each commander, was the
ringing of the midnight bells In tha tower
of Munieh, not A great distance AWAY,
The night was ona of tha worst In that
Intitude. The snow Iny sevaral fast deap
on the ground, and mantled heavily tha
traetops of fir And pina in tha densa

woordf, The wind was blowing and cut
ke a Mnlfs, and tha slightest axposurs
would ehill one to the hanes, Orders ware
secretly given In each army o take up
the linse of march just aa tha bells of
Munich should begin to ring. Into the
impenstrable darknesa the Invisible oN.
uwmne moved, In tha depth of tha freesing
forests the armies met, and the battle
hegan.

Hank plunged Into rank without know-
Ing what it meant. The most horribla
sonditions followed. Confusion, tonfllet,
carnage relgned, Firing began, the rnow
fall faster, the wind vose to howl
Mingled witih this was the fusilinde of
the musketry, the thunder of the nrtil-
lery, the awful hiazing and flashing of
guns small and large, the ehrieking oom-
mands of ofMcers, tha nelghing of horses,
the crien of the wounded and dyving, the
crashing of falllng timbers under the
indlgeriminate iring of cannon, tha burst
of martlal musie—all these nnd maora
added to the din and confusion of that

horrible night at Hohenlinden. Each
sommander In menking to surprisa hia
antugonint wnas himeelf surprigsd, Fach

wondered at the onset of the other, nays
a writar In the Rirmingham Age-Flerald.

The men of each army became mixed
and confused Inextrioably. Men fought
whatever wag within reach. Muskets,
bayonets, swords, daggors—anything and
overything waa unsed to deal death, men
not knowlng whether thay were striking
friend or foe. Ths utmost desperation
provalled on all hands. Man fought be-
caupe thore wag nothing elsa to do.
Wherever a flash could be seen, guns
wern fired In the pltehy darkness, as tha
lght produced by the guns afforded the
only means of alm. Thousands were
irampled in the snow which was erim-
sonad for leagues with tha blood of
viotims, For five long, horrible hours
the battle thus surged. During all this
time 130,000 men were grappling in deadly
fight In the dense darkness,

The dim twilight of the morning quletly
stola Into the recesses of the tangled
wood, A ghastly spectacle wis every-
where witnessed. Nearly 20000 men lay
atiff In denth, wounded or dy¥ing in the
doep snow of winter In  the shivered
waoonds betwean the frozen rivers—the Iser
and the Inn. The appearance of the
light waa the slgnal for flercer fAghting
then ever, Troops were now more reg-
ularly marshaled, and with the despera-
tlon of ferocity men fought., The French
wore less demoralized than the Austrians,
and drove them back at every point with
hanvy loss. A panle selzed the Auatrian
army, and swelled Into a rout. The
French pressed the advantage, and the
battle was a most declslve one to Mo-
renu's forces, The Austriana lost 25000
men killed, wounded and prisonercs, 100
pleces of artillery and an Immense num-
ber of wagons and stores of war., The
losa of the French was 6000, The Fronch
were unable to follow up the victory by
renson of the migerabla roads, the deep
enow and the short winter day. The re-
sult of this battle was the peace of Lune-
ville,

In tha battle of Hohanlinder Archduke
John wnas completaly outmatehed in gen-
aralghip by General Moreau, who, next
to Napoleon, was the greatest of French
strategiste, and A man for emergency,
In the ecarly morning the battle was
viewed from a tower by Thomas Camp-
bell, the Seoteh poet, and he haa glven
a vivid pleture of the stene In his poem,
“Battle of Hohenlinder,” beginning, *On
Linden when the sun wns law.'

It wne one of the snd fentures of the
Napoeleonle regime  that a mutual dls-
trustfuiness arose between Napoleon and
Moreayw, tha herpo of Hohenlinder, and
easily his ablest general. As a result of
the pevers dlsagreement arising from sus-
pielon, Napolean sought to reduca Morenn
to disgrace, For the history of this un-
fortuynate ruptiurs, ona must resort to the
proper sources, as It eannot ha gone inta
here, nnid does not properly helong to a
ponnection ke thin. This muoh, how.
ever, may ha enld, that It was ones of the
greateat blundars of Napoleon to have
pergpcuted Moreau, who stands vindle
cated hefore the tribunal of history,
